In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 27, 28, 29 
and 62 of the Travancore-Cochin Prohibition Act, 1950 ( Act 
XIII of 1950) , the Government of Kerala hereby make the 
following amendment to the Travancore -Cochin Sweet Toddy 
Rules, 1950, namely : 

AMENDMENT , 
In the sa Rules , 

1. To Rule 4 , the following sentence shall be added at the 
end, namely : 

" The licence to store and sell neera (Sweet toddy) to 
public shall be in Form V annexed to these rules" . 

2. After Form IV the following shall be added as form V. 
namely : - 

FORM V 

NEERA PARLOUR 
Licence to store and sell neera (sweet toddy) to public. 
Sri.... 

having 
undertaken to comply with the conditions prescribed in the 
Travancore - Cochin Sweet Toddy Rules, 1950 and orders issued 
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thereunder and having paid the prescribed license fee of Rs, 500 
is hereby authorised , to store and sell neera subject to the 
following conditions: 

1. The licence shall be in force from the 1st April 195 to the 
last day of March 195 

2. The right conferred by this licence extends only to the 
storage of sweet toddy in the licensed premises and sale of the 
same to consumers therein for consumption in the licensed pre 
mises and cannot be allowed to be removed outside. 

3. A sign board shall be fixed in front of the parlour in a 
conspicuous place writing in Malayalam and English the name 
of the commodity sold , the number of the licence and the name 
of the licensee. 

4. The licence shall be kept in a conspicuous place within the 
licensed building and must be produced before the Officers em 
powered to inspect the premises whenever called to do so . 

5. The sale of neera by persons below . the age of 14 or by 
persons suffering from leprosy or other contagious disease is 
prohibited . 

6. The licensee shall not transfer, lease tout or sub -rent the 
previlege granted under the licence without the previous sanc 
tion of the Prohibition Commissioner . 

7. If the licensee is convicted under the Indian Penal Code or 
Abkari or Prohibition Acts the licence is liable to be forfeited. 

8. No riot or gambling shall be permitted within the parlour 
and no person of notoriously bad character shall be permitted to 
meet or remain therein . No persons shall also be admitted or 
allowed to remain in the parlour for an illegal or immoral 
purpose , 

9. The licensee shall be bound by the Sweet toddy rules 
which have been passed under Travancore - Cochin Prohibition 
Act, 1950 and amendments and rules which may hereafter be 
passed under the said Act or under any law relating to sweet 
toddy which may hereafter be passed . 

10. The licensee shall maintain in the parlour fron day to day 
true account of the transactions in ink and shall sign such entry 
at the close of each day . This account book should be produced 
before the Inspecting Officers whenever called on to do so . 

11. Such returns and informations as may be required by the 
Board of Revenue or the Officer in charge of the Division or the 
Range shall be furnished by the licensee . 

12. Selling neera to public is subject to the following 
conditions: 
(i) Neera from trees within a radius of 2 miles from the 

parlour alone can be used for sale in a parlour. 
( ii ) Neera at the production centre should be measured and 

transported to the parlour in sealed cases. 
(iii ) The neera sold at the parlour shall not be taken out of 

the premises. 
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(iv ) Sale shall be made only between 7 a . m . and 12-30 p . m . 

and between 2 p . m . and 7p.m. and freshly drawn 

sweet toddy alone shall be sold. 
(v ) The sale shall be restricted to the morning hours only in 

the case of palmyra sweet toddy i. e ., from 7 a , m . to 

12-30 pm 
( vi) Any juice that is fermented during the working hours 

of the parlour shall immediately be destroyed . 
(vii) Unsold neera at 12-30 p . m . or 7 p . m . shall be utilised 

immediately for the manufacture of jaggery or des 

troyed. 
13. If the licensee violates any of the conditions of the 
license , the license is liable to be suspended or cancelled .
